Check of Pork 
Is Requested 





A request that the State undertake 
compulsory microscopic inspection of 
raw pork, is contained in a resolution 
passed this week by the City Council. 
The measure was voted after approval 
had been given by Dr. Jack L. Stein, 
city health officer, and following the 
suggestion made last week by Mrs. 
Kaethe Zahn, 907 Santa Fe Avenue. 
Idea of examinations proposed by 
Mrs. Zahn is to protect the public from 
the dangers of trichinosis, a disease 
from pork. containing trichinae, micro- 
scopic parasites. In most European 
countries, she stated, authorities main- 
tain a constant watch for the malady. 
No inspection for trichinosis is made in 
the United States, however, she charges,

none here have been reported to his 
office, Dr. Stein declared.

The People of the City of Albany 


do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any dog to be on any pub- 
lic street, public building, public 
sidewalk, or other public place, un- 
less the same is securely tied, re- 
strained, held, controlled, made fast 
and prevented from running free, 
by means of a leash, or unless the 
same is within a train, automobile, 
or trailer, or other vehicle as the 
same is defined by the Vehicle Code. 

SECTION 2. Any dog being on 
any public pecs contrary to tne 
provisions of this Ordinance shal 
be picked up and impounded. The 
Poundmaster shall cause all animals 
impounded by him to be provided 
with sufficient food and water, and

shall be handled in a humane man- 
ner, and shall be kept in a_place 
sufficiently sanitary as the Health 
Officer shall direct. 

SECTION 3. When any animal 
is impounded as herein provided the 
Poundmaster shall immediately no- 
tify the owner thereof, if known, 
and shall post two (2) notices, one 
at the City Hall, and one at the 
City Pound. Said notices shall con- 
tain a description of said animal 
and shall state that unless reclaimed, 
it will be sold at public auction to 
the highest bidder, at a time to be 
specified in said notice, which shall 
be not less than five (5) days, nor 
more than ten (10) days from the 
posting thereof, and if said animals 
are not reclaimed before the expira- 
tion of the time specified in the no- 
tice, the Poundmaster shall proceed 
to sell the same at the time ana 
place, and in the manner specified 
in said notice, for not less than 
Three Dollars ($3.00). In case there 
is no bidder, said animal shall be 
killed without unnecessary cruelty, 
and disposed of in such manner as 
the Health Officer may direct. 

SECTION 4. The owner of any 
dog impounded under the provision 
of this Ordinance shall have the 
right to reclaim the same at any 
time prior to the sale thereof, upon 
payment to the City of Albany or 
the sum of One Dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50), and the additional sum 
of fifty cents (50c) for each ana 
every calendar day while said dog 
is so impounded, excluding the day 
on which said dog was impoundea. 

Any person who 
shall interfere with, or prevent any 
police officer, or the Poundmaster 
from carrying out the provisions or 
this Ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punisn- 
able by a fine not to exceed One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00).

Postmaster Whiting Tells 
Increase in Bond Sales

Pointing out the increasing faith of 
the American people in United States 
Savings Bonds, Postmaster Frank M. 
Whiting of Berkeley this week issued 
the following facts: 

Secretry of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau has announced that the total ma- 
turity value of United States Savings 
Bonds sold through the close of business 
March 7, 1938, amounted to $1,584,- 
462,875. This total was purchased by 
more than 1,260,000 investors and rep- 
resents an average sale for each busi- 
ness day since March 1, 1935, when 
these bonds were first sold, of $1,720,- 
375- 

A record for one day’s sale of Sav- 
ings Bonds was set on Monday, Jan- 
uary 10, of this year, when $10,029,775, 
maturity value, of these bonds were 
reported sold on this single day. Sales 
by post offices throughout the country 
on that day represented $9,025,350, ma- 
turity value of bonds, and direct-by- 
mail orders were received in Washing- 
ton for Savings Bonds of a maturity 
value of $1,004,425. 

The sale of Savings Bonds for the 
calendar year 1937 was 34. per cent 
greater than for 1936, and the year 
1936 exceeded the ro-months’ sale ot 
thees bonds in 1935 by 82.8 per cent. 

Sales in the Berkeley-Albany district, 
Whiting revealed, showed an increase 
of more than 30 per cent in 1937 over 
the figures of the previous year. The 
first two months of 1038 brought a 29 
per cent increase over last year’s sales, 
he said. 

The total maturity value sale for the 
calendar year 1937 amounted to $635,- 
410,175, with approximately 600,000 
purchasers, and an average sale for each 
business day of $2,090,200. 

Detailed analysis of the daily sale 
at each of the post offices throughout 
the country authorized to sell Savings 






Bonds was begun on September 1, 1936, 
and for the year ending August 31, 
1937, showed that there was a matur- 
ity value sale of $636,748,500, or an 
average sale of $2,101,500, for each 
business day for the first year these 
records were kept. 

The Government to date actually 
retains more than 92 per cent of all 
the money that has been invested in 
Savings Bonds, less than 8 per cent of 
the bonds sold having been, redeemed. 

Recently a questionnaire was for- 
warded to the owners of Savings Bonds, 
and to date several hundred thousand 
replies have been received by the Treas- 
ury Department. Preliminary exam- 
ination of the replies indicates that most 
purchases are made to provide funds 
for education of children, for retire- 
ment funds, or to set up a reserve for 
emergencies. Among the features of 
the bonds most frequently influencing 
their purchase are safety, the constant 
availability of the funds and the fact 
that Savings Bonds increase 33-1-3 per 
cent in value if held for ten years. The 
redemption feature, which eliminates 
any chance of loss to the investor, ap- 
peals to all purchasers. 

The $100 bond unit is the most pop- 
ular denomination and has accounted 
for 30.38 per cent of the number of 
the bonds sold. The $25 unit ranks 
next with 23.71 per cent of sales. The 
$so unit is next with a sale of 18.49 
per cent. The $1,000 unit follows with 
18.19 per cent; while the $500 unit 
accounts for 9.23 per cent. 

As to population groups, cities of 100,- 
ooo and over account for 44.62 per cent 
of the sale, cities of 25,000 to 100,000, 
13.92 per cent, 10,000 to 25,000 popu- 
lation, 10.20 per cent, 5,000 to 10,000, 
7.68 per cent, the remaining 23.58 per 
cent going to the villages and rural 
America.

The public is therefore urged to heed 
this warning and to cooperate with the 
government by making inquiry in every 
case concerning such claims by civil- 
service schools or agents before en- 
rolling for courses. 

“Caution is particularly given against 
claims by schools that their courses are 
required in order to take the examina- 
tions of the U. S. Civil Service Com- 
mission; that they are given advance 
information regarding the civil-service 
examinations; that they have influence 
with the Federal Government to pro-
